o The ISRB makes informed evidence-based decisions essential to public 

safety regarding the confinement or release of individuals under its 

jurisdiction.   

o The four priorities areas that the Board and Staff identified to work on for 

the next 1-3 years were:  Internal/External Communication, 

implementing further the Structured Decision-Making Framework and 

data collection to tell our story.  The Board has decided on the 

Internal/External Communication will be our focus for the upcoming 

year.
